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iſhed we had as in other parts of Eu- 
zope, places of penitence. and ſolitude, 
where the accuſed might be attended by 
ſuch as could give them repentance if 


guilty, or new motives to virtue if inno- 


cent And this, but not the increasing 
puniſhments, is the way to mend a ſtate : 
nor can I avoid even queſtioning the va- 
iidity of that right which ſocial combi- 
nations have aſſumed of capitally puniſh- 
ing offences of a {light nature. In calſcs 
of murder their right is obvious, as it is 
the duty of us all, from the law of ſelf- 
defence, to cot off that man who has 
ſewn a diſregard for the life of ang- 
ther. Againſt ſuch, all nature riſes in 
arms ; but it is not ſo againſt him who 


ſteals my property. Natural law gives 


me no right to take away his life, as by 
that, the horſe he ſteals is as much his 
property as mine. If then 1 have any 
right, it muſt be from a compact mage 
between us, that he who deprives the 
other of his horſe, ſhall die. But this 
is a falſe compact; becauſe no man has 
2 right to barter his life, no more than 
to take it away, as it is not his own. 
And next, the compact is inadequate, and 
would be ſet aſide even im a Hurt of 
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modern equity, as there is a great pe- 
nalty for a very trifling convenience, 


ſince it is far better that two men ſhould 
hve, than that one man ſhould ride.— 
But a compact that is falſe between twr 


men, is eq 


wlly ſo between an hundred, 


and an hundred thouſand ; for as ten mil- 
lions of circles can never make a ſquare,

lend the ſmalleſt foundation to falſehood. 
It is thus that reaſon ſpeaks, and untu-

tector, but not the tyrant of the people. 
We ſhould then find that creatures, 
whoſe ſouls gre held as droſs, only want- 
ed the hand"of a refiner ; we ſhould then 
find that wretches, now ſtuck 1 up for long 
tortures, leſt luxury ſhould feel a mo-
